A cloudy, rainy, dreary, wet day is the 
only way to describe last Sunday, March 
17,1991, in Elba. BUT, these words and 
many more you could think of would not 
began to describe what this day was like 
one year ago. 

Between 2(X0) and 250 people gathered 
on the courthouse square in downtown 
Elba Sunday to reflect on what occurred 


one year ago - the now famous flood of 


March 17, 1990 - and to rejoice in what 

has transpired in the past twelve months.

of the events of a year ago because those 


of us who witnessed the flood and its de- 
struction will NEVER FORGET, but we 
do want to be reminded of the many ex- 
pressions of love, acts of fellowman help- 
ing fellowman, and the many, many acts 
of kindness that occurred and are still oc- 
curring even now, 

Councilman Randy Bedsole summed 
it up best with these words: 

“We're not here today to complain or 
feel sorry for ourselves. Our purpose 
today is to pause and reflect, remem- 
bering the devastation for sure and 
what we lost, but also to record how 
far back we have come from this dev- 
astation, Most of all, we want to recog- 
nize that we would not be at the point

we are today in our recovery were it 
not for the caring and assistance we re- 
ceived from outside our little town, 
Our flood of destruction led to a flood 
of help and love and it is this flood that 
we Wish to commemorate today!”

Sunday's speakers were the authors 

of comment after comment that reflect- 
ed the positive attitude and determined 
spirit that enabled Elba and its people 
to survive the March '90 flood and its 
devastation. 
Mayor Fred Moore said, “Elba is a 
strong community in action and spirit 
otherwise we would have gone under!” 
Superintendent Charles Pearce related 
to the audience his statement to educa- 
tion officials visiting Elba, “I'd been 
amazed if Elba had not come back! 
When the chips are down, the commit- 
ment comes forth.” 

One program that was instrumental in 
helping many Elbians recover from the 
flood was the Adopt-A-Family Program. 
This program was instrumented by the 
the Alabama Home Economics Associa- 
tion, Governor Hunt's Office, State of Al- 
abama, Department of Human Resources 
and the City of Elba. 

Through the Adopt-A-Family Pro- 
gram, thousands of dollars in cash and 
home furnishings along with many hours 
of manual labor were donated to the peo- 
ple of Elba from folks throughout Ala- 
bama and many other states. There were 
many more deeds of kindness extended

Jan Murray was quoted as saying,

It goes without saying that through 
God's Amazing Grace, no lives were lost 
during the devastation of Elba last March 
- for that we are truly thankful, 

On a personal note, the March ‘90 
flood was my second flood, I'm too 
young to have experienced the flood of 
'29, but in the flood of 1975, I lost my 
home. At that time, I lived at 806 Wash- 
ington Avenue (Riverview Subdivision). 
The City of Elba (inside the levee) suf- 
fered only minor damage in the '75 
flood, but to me, it was a major flood. At 
that time, I thought that it couldn't be any 
worse - but it could and was - on March 
16 & 17, 1990, I include the 16th because 


I saw homes outside the levee, before it 
broke, being flooded that suffered no wa- 
ter damage in 1975, 

Up until the time the levee broke, 
shortly afier 6 am. on the morning of 
March 17, I really did not think that the 
levee would give way, but it was evident 
the water would come over the levee and 
flood the streets of Elba. All this proved 
to be wrong when the dispatcher at the 
police station sounded the alarm with the 
words - “THE LEVEE HAS BROKEN!” 


I'll never forget those words!

With the breaking of the levee and all 
the flooding inside and outside the levee, 
an awful lot of unknowns arose for those 
directly affected as well as for those indi- 
rectly affected by the flood's devastation, 

Can the people of Elba recover? Will 
the business establishments reopen? 
Where will help, if there is any - come 
from? Bottom line, the question was: 
“What are we going to do NOW?” 

There are still questions to be an- 
swered even today, but the last twelve 
months have answered many of them. 
The determination to overcome adversity 
is still prominent in the minds of the peo- 
ple of Elba and with that attitude I am 
confident that Elba is well on the way to 
complete recovery! 

No wonder the sign with the now fa- 
mous saying on it still hangs on a light 
pole in downtown Elba. I end with that 
saying: Everything Lost - - But, We'll 
Be Back Ayain!! I think that we can now 
say with a great deal of confidence, 
ELBA IS BACK!!!

Dear Editor: 

In the spring of 1987, Eugene 
Bradley, commissioner, promised that 
the Sconiersville road would be 
paved if the residents on said road 
would give riaht of way and sign over 
some property for same. 

The residents signed over the 
property for right of way, moved 
some fences and lost trees. To date no 
improvements have been made 
When Bradley was contacted his an 
swer, “We did make the promise, but 
we have no money to pave roads.” 
Five commissioners voted against 
paving the road 

Since this incident the seven com 
missioners have increased their part- 
time salary by $2,000.00 per year, 
bringing six of their salaries to 
$14,600.00, and the chairman of the 
board's salary to $18,600.00 

Some of these men have full time 
jobs: When do they have time to 
check the condition of the roads in 
their district - or do they? What are 
the qualifications to be a commission- 
er? Who determines if their perfor- 
mance is satisfactory? If he is his own 
boss,.then he should be classified as 
self employed. 

After twelve (12) years of service 
as a commissioner he is eligible for 
retirement pay, Most eligibility for re- 
tirement is twenty (20) years, this 
even in military. Some of the com- 
missioners are not physically able to 
hold a job, yet they draw their salary. 
Is this being honest to the tax payers? 

We're told that there isn't any mon 
ey to improve many needed dirt 


roads. Where did the money come - 


from to build the needed New Health 
Building; engineer's new building, 
when he had an office in the Coffee 
County Extension building, and the 
District Attorney's new building 

The Coffee County Commission- 
ers handbook states that money can 
be transferred out of “the taxes col- 
lected to build and maintain roads and 
bridges,” if there is a surplus. How do 
they interpret the word surplus? 
Where does the money go that isn't 
surplus? From the condition of the 
many needed county dirt roads it is a 
question of: is there any money to be- 
gin with - put what about the gas and 
property taxes that the tax payers pay 
and is appropriated for road and 
bridge maintenance? Could there be a 
misappropriation of funds? 

Then comes the excuse of the 
flood. Many of the conditions existed 
before the flood but made worse by it. 
Just another excuse.

Indeed, it did; and the response was immediate. 

First, a hugging epidemic broke out. 

As residents stood and watched flood waters rise, imagining 
the damage which was taking place was the worst, there was 
little anyone could do or say to make things better, 

But we could hug, and hug we did. We hugged neighbors, 
old friends and people we knew but hadn't bumped in to in a 
long time. It became a sort of social occasion, a tragic occasion 
on which we clung to what was dearest - friends, family and

fellow townspeople. 

Then people began helping people. Then did the best they 
could with what they had and shared whatever they could 
spare. 


Homes were opened to those who had been evacuated in the 
pre-dawn hours. Helping hands volunteered to serve meals to 
those left without a place to prepare food. 

And when the waters had receded, those same helping hands 
were pitching in to rebuild. Outsiders to whom Elba was only 
the place in the news this week sent countless items and many 
came bearing the gift of their time and talents for rebuilding. 

The observation of another former resident: 

‘It looks pretty now ... and the flood might have been 


Elba's saving grace. Dorsey Trailers was hurting and man- 
aged to get a good loan,” 


A year after the devastating flood, a passer-by who didn't 
know where to look would never believe that the town was 
completely submerged. 

With kindred, fighting spirits, the people of Elba adopted the 
motto cleverly posted on the town square: Everything/ Lost/ 
But we'll be back/ Again.” : 

It still looks like home, an old-fashioned town in the South. 

Six months after the flood, a church service was held for the 
first time in the sanctuary of Elba United Methodist Church. 
There were tears from the time the first hymn was sung until 
the minister pronounced the benediction. The church looked 
“just like it used to,” and the music was just as beautiful as it 
always has been, There was a lo of emotional healing that day, 
just as there was on similar occasions in other places in town, 

And downtown, Whitman's Drug Store put back the yellow 
stools at their soda fountain. In the clouded picture window of 
the memory, it is as if nothing has changed, as if Bill Oggs

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From March '90 Flood Continue To Get Results

Sitting in church Sunday mom 
ing there was the sudden realiza 
tion that exactly 12 months ago to 
the hour IT was flying over Elba 
amazed at the amount of water 
still pouring into downtown from 
the raging Whitewater Creek and 
Pea River. Water was coming in at 
the break behind the school and 
over the barricade at White Water 
Bridge. Pictures I made remind us 
it was beginning to go out over the 
lower parts of the levee at the end 
of Claxton and in New Town, 

Various stories have been circu- 
lated about the flood but the fol- 
lowing facts need to be etched in 
stone; 

‘There were no deaths from the 
Elba flood of 1990, 

*The levee collapsed inward in 
only one place... behind the Ele- 
mentary School. 

‘The levee failed because 
Whitewater Creek undermined the 
levee, Causing it to collapse. 

*The other breaks in the levee 
were breaking Out, not in. 

Looking back today to the 
March 17, 1990 flood that struck 
Elba, the events that happened af- 
ter that dawn disaster are a blur. 
More particularly the timing of 
these happenings is jumbled in our 
mind. We should all stop again and 
say a quite, private prayer that 
there Were no lives lost in the dis- 
aster, 

We do recall never leaving 
home for the next two weeks with- 
Out at least one complete change of 
clothes. The mud was everywhere 
and it was neither unusual nor con- 
sidered an insult for someone to 
look at your jacket, pants, etc. and 
say “Oh, you went downtown be- 
fore coming to this meeting.” 

While our office was sub- 
merged beneath 11+ feet of muddy 
water for four days, it never 
crossed our minds not to publish 
on our weekly schedule. Our ques- 
tions were how and where do we 
set up. 

We felt it was important for the 
very survival of Elba that the local 
newspaper publish on schedule. 
The readers of The Elba Clipper 
deserved no less. We also wanted 
to give Our readers as much critical 
information on survival techniques 
as humanly possible under the con- 
ditions. 

We feel good that we were able 


tO publish without missing a beat 
and are confident our actions were 
a real boost to a community need- 
ing every ounce of support availa- 
ble, More than any other time in 
our career, we felt our efforts real 
ly contributed to the well-being of 
our readers, 

None of us can stand alone, in 
spite of our desires or independent

natures, The Elba Clipper was 
helped immensely by offers of 
space, “let us help” requests from 
friends and other people on the 
street and by the helping hands ex- 
tended from other newspapers. 
People used ingenious methods to 
send us messages, Daily newspa- 
per reporters, radio station news 
hounds, pilots flying in emergency 
help and officials reviewing the 
damages all brought messages. 

When the offer to allocate us 
half. an empty doctor's office was 
extended, we grabbed it and began 
wondering how to furnish the 
rooms. We had rescued our com- 
puiers, x-acto knives, etc.. before 
the water hit but we needed desks, 
tables and chairs. 

We borrowed a folding table 
from the National Guard (it is a 
great layout table in a crunch). A 
computer was set up on a sewing 
machine from home and another 
on an old yard sale desk from a 
son's bedroom. The computer 
printer fit perfectly between them 
on a coffee table and the waxer 
could have been made for that up- 
side down garbage can on which it 
sat. Chairs of the doctor's waiting 
room variety actually did real find . 
. they did the job.

arounds we made trying to find an 
open road kept delaying our 
progress.

When the flood waters went 
down, the inside of our newspaper 
plant, and many others in the 
worse of the flood waters, looked 
like a giant washing machine agita- 
tor had been tured on in the mid- 
dle of the building.

We were 
shocked to see the destruction. We 
had watched the levee break and 
the water rise, had flown over in an 
aircraft and motored through town 
in a boat. We had seen merchan- 
dise’ and furniture floating down 
river, but were not prepared for 
what we saw when we climbed 
through a broken window into our 


office. 


We can only remember one oc- 


casion when the pressure of ac- 
cepling the burden of rebuilding 


was almost to much, We were sit- 
ting at the intersection of Claxton 
Avenue and the Bypass, waiting 
for a light to change. We remem- 
ber wondering, Why fight it, it just 
ain't worth the battle? 

We had heard counselors in 
meetings for several days saying 
this type thing would hit most eve- 
ryone in Elba in one way or anoth- 
er and sooner or later. We blocked 
those thoughts from our mind and 
when the light changed, we went 
on about our hurried schedule and 
never had any more such thoughts. 

We finally began the rebuilding 
process on July 9 when the roofers 
moved in to replace our old roof 
which was further damaged during 
the flood. Repairs are still under- 
way, but we moved back into our 
building last fall. Like many other 
flood victims, our office looks bet- 
ter than it did before the disaster, 
We admire the better looks, but 
don't like the force used to prod us 
into doing the work. 

Throughout the past year, when 
we looked around and saw friends 
and neighbors whose businesses o1 
homes were still not repaired, we 
were reminded just how fortunate 
we really are. We are thankful we 
live in Elba and know people with 
the strength to overcome and who 
are sO understanding with others 
who are determined to overcome.

i. LACKSPOT ON ROSES Gray type Charlee, a new release 


_ Blackspot is the most damaging 

disease of roses in Alabama. Rose 
growers should start their blackspot 
Spray programs by the end of March. 
For optimum disease control, fungi- 
cide sprays must be repeated weekly 
into carly summer. A 10-14 day in- 
terval may be okay during dry mid- 
Summer weather when rose growth 
slows. A shorter spray schedule may 
be needed during periods of frequent 
showers. Fall sprays should be made 
weckly right up to carly December. 
Usually 25 to 30 fungicide sprays 
must be made throughout the year to 
keep blackspot in check. 
_ Daconil 2787 and Funginex (Tri- 
forine) are the fungicides of choice 
for blackspot control. Daconil gives 
better disease control but may dam- 
age the foliage of some rose varieties 
when applied at mid-day during hot 
weather, Mixing a half rate (1 tsp./ 
gal.) of Daconil with Benlate (1/2 
tsp./gal.) will reduce the chances of 
damage to the leaves. Applying Dac- 
onil sprays in late aftemoon or early 
evening may reduce the chances for 
foliar burn. Funginex is less effec- 
tive than Daconil but it will not burn 
the foliage when applied during hot 
weather. The fungicide does not 
leave the unsightly residues usually 
associated with the multiple applica- 
tion of wettable powder or flowable 
fungicides. 


WATERMELONS 

The Alabama Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station evaluated 16 varieties 
of watermelons. Here are the results 
of that evaluation. In the Charleston 


from the Florida Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, gave the best overall 
results in this type of melon. In the 
Jubilee type, AU Jubilant compared 
favorably with the other Jubilee 
types but it did have a higher disease 
resistance. In the Icebox type, Mick- 
eylee and Minilee were the high 
yiclds, quality and disease resistance 
in this category. In the Crimson 
Sweet type, AU Producer compared 
favorably with the other Crimson 
Sweet in yield, quality and disease 
resistance. Sugarlee and Dixilee 
were the highest in sugar content 
that had a shorter storage life. Mir- 
age LS and Crimson Tide did ex- 
tremely well in this test. 

This should give you some idea 
of the types of melons that you 
might want to plant. For more infor- 
mation on growing watermelons or 
any other crop, contact us at your 
County Extension Office. 

1990 PEANUT YIELD 

The official figures are in on the 
1990 peanut yield in Coffee County. 
We harvested 28,889 acres with a 
production of 36,699,964 pounds. 
This gave us an average yield per 
acre of 1,270 pounds. Our normal 
yield in Coffee County is some- 
where about 2800 pounds per year. 
So you can see that our peanut folks 
had a real tough year as far as yield 
goes. 

Optimism is high. Farmers are ex- 
pecting to make a good crop this 
year. With proper weather condi- 
lions, I see no reason why we 
shouldn't.

YARD SALE SEASON 

Spring yard sales have long been 
popular bargain sources for many 
people. Quality clothing articles, es- 
pecially children's clothing, can be 
among the best bargains at these 
sales. 

While prices may be low at yard 
sales, buyers should beware of prob- 
lems with yard-sale garments. 

Do not buy anything if it is not a 
good fit, even if it is inexpensive. If 
the clothing is not comfortable, a 
child will not wear it or it could be a 
safety hazard. Clothing that is too 
large for a child can cause tripping. 

Never take it for granted that the 
clothing will be in good condition. 
Examine fabrics carefully, especially 
at collars, cuffs, knees, pockets, and 
elbows. Check the stitching, seams, 
hems, zippers, button holes, and but- 
tons. Make sure any clastic in the 
garment still has good stretch- 
ability. 

Ideally, the sellers will clean all 
clothing before putting it on sale. 
However, you should watch espe- 
cially for permanent stains or unde- 
sirable color fading. Look for the 
care and fabric content labels that 
will help you care for the clothes.

City to decide location of 
last homeless agencies

The only vote taken by the Elba 
City Council Monday night was to 
approve the minutes of the previous 
meeting, however planning they 
made mean there will be a lot of de- 
ciding and voting at the next meet- 
ing. 

The council will here a report by 
Elba Mayor Fred Moore on the city 
streets which need resurfacing and 
the estimated cost of the work. 
Moore will also furnish the council 
members with details of the amount 
of tax money set aside exclusively 
for street repairs. 

Moore said Monday that some 
spot repair work done earlier has al- 
ready had to be redone. He recalled 
one case of a 5 X 5 foot sinkhole at 
the intersection of Forest Street and 
Brookdale Ave. after resurfacing had 
been done to repair flood damage. 
However the unknown conditions of 
storm sewers etc, indicate that peo- 
ple knowledgeable in the matter 
were right in cautioning city officials 
to wail as long as possible before un- 
dertaking street repairs. 

Another item to hopefully be set- 
tled at the next meeting is just where 
to locate the senior citizens building, 
rescue squad and library. Moore re- 
ported he had received a letter ask- 
ing if the city intended to use state 
and federal funds allocated for the 
work. 

Council members have expressed 
several different ideas on their pref- 
erences on particular buildings, but 
none have yet presented a plan 
which would set a definite site for all 
three facilities, especially a plan that 
would be acceptable to all those 
who manage and those who use the 
facilities. 4

tioned which involve using parts of 
the old Elba High School facility for

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Coffee County Jail to be named in honor of Tillman and Grantham

A large crowd was on hand at the 
beginning of Monday's commission 
meeting, but it quickly became 
smaller after the bids on a county 
front end loader were opened. 

The commission, in its last meet- 
ing, gave the highway department 
permission to sell the loader which 
was purchased less than one year 
ago to be used in flood related road 
repairs. 

Bids on the piece of equipment 
were received from 14 different 
companies and they ranged from a 


low af $75,000 to a high of 
$117,750. County Engineer Mark 
Pool noted that the county paid 
$131,000 for the loader when it was 
bought new. 

Kuhan Equipment Sales of Frank- 
lin, Georgia was the high bidder and 
the commission voted to sell the 
loader to them. 

After dispensing with the bid 
opening, the commission swept 
through the remainder of its agenda 
rather speedily. 

Upon a recommendation by Com- 
missioner Jim Dubose, the commis- 
sion agreed to naming the new jail 
facility in honor of former Sheriff H. 


D, Tillman, who served Coffee 
County as sheriff for many, many 
years and also, in honor of the late 
Sheriff C. F. "Neil" Grantham, who 
had just begun serving his second 
term as sheriff when he was killed. 
Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Bums appeared before the commis- 
sioners conceming the permanent 
records of his office. He requested 
that these records be microfilmed in 
order to preserve them for the future. 
The commission related to Burns 
that they are already checking with 
state and federal agencies on obtain- 
ing funds to accomplish this impor- 
tant task for his office records as 


well as those in the probate office. 

Jim Ormes with Honeywell Mu- 
nicipal Services asked for and re- 
ceived permission from the commis- 
sion to conduct a energy survey on 
county owned buildings. There is no 
charge for this service. 

Ormes told the commissioners 
that if after the survey, ways were 
found by which the county could 
save money in its energy bills, they 
would be given a written guarantee 
to that affect. At that time, they 
(Honeywell) would be paid for their 
services and if the guaranteed sav- 


ings were not obtained, the county. 


would be reimbursed the difference.

Elba's new school is official - ground is broken

Last Thursday afternoon under 
overcast skies, national, state, 
county, and city officials gathered on 
the construction site of Elba’s new 
school complex to ‘officially’ break 
ground, 

Superintendent of Elba City 
Schools Charles Pearce, who served 
as master of ceremonies for the occa- 
sion, welcomed the out-of-town 
guests and Elba citizens attending 
the ground breaking ceremony, 

Also in attendance were students 
and faculty members of Elba City 
Schools whom Superintendent 
Pearce, during his remarks, com- 
mended for their endurance and de- 
termination to make the best of a bad 


situation during the past twelve 
months. 
Superintendent Pearce recalled 


how, after missing only five school 
days, the Elba schools were back in 
operation after the March '90 flood 
destroyed the school's facilities in 
downtown Elba. True, they were 
holding classes in tents, makeshift 
classrooms in airplane hangers and 
the local National Guard Armory, 
but they were holding classes! 

He commented that during the 
past year, the school’s facilities have 
transformed from makeshift class- 
rooms into specially designed porta- 
ble classrooms, and today's ceremo- 
ny marks the beginning of 
construction of a multi-million dollar 
school complex 

The local school board was com 


la 


mended by Pearce for not only their 
efforts in seeing that the young peo- 
ple of Elba continued to receive a 
quality education under adverse con- 
ditions, but they began immediately 
to take action to bring about the 
events of today - a completely new 
school system for grades K thru 12. 

Peace stated thal many, many of- 
ficials as well as individuals worked 
long hours to make the construction 
of this new school system possible. 

He said, “Elba's School Board has 
made more big decisions in the last 
twelve months than most boards in 
America make in twelve years.” 

Pearce introduced to those gath- 
ered Mr. Bill Armistead who attend- 
ed the ground breaking ceremonies 
on behalf of Gov. Guy Hunt who 
was unable to attend, 

Armistead read a letter from Gov. 
Hunt in which he commended Rep- 
resentative Jimmy Holley and State 
Senator E, C."Crum" Foshee for 
their work in getting a $16 million 
bond issue passed through the legis- 
lature which made the construction 
of Elba's new school system possi- 
ble. 

The governor also noted that Rep, 
Holley and Sen, Foshee were instru- 
mental in getting a $20 million bond 
issue passed to fund the repair of 
area streets, highways, and bridges 
damaged by the March '90 flood. 

In the Governor's letter, he com- 
mended the people of Elba by writ- 
ing, “The adversity you have expen- 
enced has made you stronger and 
more determined to obtain the full 
potential, not only in the education 


of our children, but also in the eco- 
nomic stability of your community. 
May God's richest blessings be upon 
you as you continue to rebuild and 
plan for the future.” 

Superintendent Pearce, in closing, 
made a special effort to recognize 
the Classes of '91 and '92 whose 
members will not have the privilege 
to attend classes and graduate rom 
the pew facility, He commended 


them for their attitude, co-operation, 


and determination. 

He said, “‘T'll assure you that both 
of your classes, the sacrifices that 
you're making - maybe a little more 
than others - will not be forgotten.” 

Pearce asked that the presidents 
of both classes, '90 & '91, join in the 
ground breaking ceremony, 

Immediately following the 
‘speech making’, officials took shov- 
els in-hand and proceeded to break 
ground.

He stated that an Energy Manage- 
ment System recently implemented 
by his company in Marengo County 
had produced an annual savings of 
$17,000 in the cost of utility services 
for that county. 

Ormes also informed the commis- 
sioners that nearby Ft. Rucker is one 
of Honeywell's largest customers 
for their Energy Management Sys- 
tems. 

Mrs, Joan Laird who is with the 
local MADD (Mothers Against 
Drunk Drivers) organization came 
before the commission requesting 
that provisions be made in the new 
county jail for housing dunks. Com- 
mission Chairman Billy Eagerton 
told Mrs. Laird that these provisions 
are being mate. 

She also requested that a ‘padded 
cell’ be installed in the jail facility to 
house an individual who might en- 
danger his or her life were they 
placed in a conventional cell. The 
commission stated that this was be- 


ing looked into at the present time. 

State Probation and Parole Offi- 
cer Sarah Smith appeared before the 
commission with a proposal for the 
relocation of her offices. She made a 
formal request that she be allowed to 
move into those offices presently oc- 
cupied by the sheriff's department in 
the Elba Courthouse. 

A need for more space and priva- 
cy was noted by Mrs. Smith as rea- 
sons for her request. 

After a short discussion, the com- 
mission voted to grant Mrs, Smith's 
request and allow the move as soon 
as the offices are vacated by the Cof- 
fee County Sheriffs Department. 
They will be occupying space in the 
new county jail complex presendly 
under construction in New Brockton. 

It was noted during the discussion 
that the Probate Judge's office had

Ronnie Vaughan injured in 


farm accident

Last Friday morning at approxi- 
mately 10 a.m., Ronnie Vaughan 
was seriously injured while working 
with livestock on a farm near Hart- 
ford, Alabama.

Allona Vaughan, Ronnie's wife, 
told this reporter Monday evening 
that Ronnie was home and doing real 
good under the circumstances. 

She said, “We're just thankful 
that he (Ronnie) was not hurt any 
worse than he was.” 

According to reports, inches ei- 
ther way and the lick Vaughan re- 
ceived could have been fatal. The 
force of the blow knocked Vaughan 
4 feet, but he remained conscious, 
He was able to tell those with him to 
which hospital he wished to be taken 
for medical treaument. 

Vaughan will be returning to the 
hospital for more corrective surgery 
in approximately six weeks.
